by Borough Councils as provided by 
Act of May 1st, 1907, authorizing 
Shade Tree Commissions and the Gen- 
eral Borough Act of May 14, 1910. 

Written authorization from eny mem 
i.er of the shade Tree Commission will 
be required before any tree on the pub- 
lic highways are to be planted, re- 
moved .pruned or sprayed. 

Written authorisation from any mem- 
ber of the Shade Tree Commission will 
he require.! for digging soil surround- 
ing any shade tree on the piihlic high- 
ways, to a depth exceeding one foot, 
within a distance equal to twelve < 1 — > 
times the diameter of the tree. 

Trunks of all trees on public high- 
ways of the Borough are to be pro- 
tected during the const ruction or re- 
pair of a-ny nearby buildings in a man 
nor approved by the' Shade Tree Com- 
mission. 

Public 1'tilities Corporations or Pub- 
lic- Service Corporations are required 
in secure written authorization, from 
any member of the Shade Tree Com- 
mission before cutting or pruning any 
-hade tree under the cure of the Shade 
' Tree Commission and will be required 
In properly trim or prune such shade 
trees so that the trees will not be 
injuecl or damaged by any poles or 
wire- on public- highways. The ex- 
pense to be borne by said Public Ser- 
vice Corporation. 

Such companies or corporations will 
li,. required to remove and replace 
wires nt their expense on public high- 
ways, at the request of the Shade Tree 
Commission, for the planting or re- 
moval of shade trees. 

Fines. The Shade Tree Commission 
will notify Borough Council >f any in 
fraction of the foregoing rule.- and 
will impose a fine of Ten (10) Dollars 
for am- and each infraction. Such 
Cue's to be collected as provided by 
law.

Garden Notes 

Gladioli should have been planted at 
intervals during the month of May. 
It is not too late, however, to plant 
them now as< they blooitj in about 
ninety days, or about September first- 
to fifteenth. 

Dahlias can be planted any time up 
to July first, the best time is from 
June tenth to the fifteenth as the bloom 
from tubers in sixty days and give bet- 
ter blooms on new growth when the 
nights are cool. 

Spring bulbs for next season 's bloom 
should be ordered now and planted in 
October. 

Peonies, Iris and Roses should be 
selected now, hy name, for planting in 
October. 

August fifteenth to September first 
is a good time to 'make a new lawn.
